SOFT ON DRUGS 


One day in July, the nation 
opened its daily newspapers to 
find that the entire political Es- 
tablishment had turned into a 
giant ‘Legalise Cannabis’ cam- 
paign overnight. 

Labour Ministers were queu- 
ing up to call for legalisation, sen- 
ior police officers were announc- 
ing that people found with small 
quantities of the drug in their pos- 
session would no longer be pros- 
ecuted, and the front-runners in 
the Tory leadership race were 
falling over themselves to urge 
‘decriminalisation.’ 

The new, ‘inclusive’ Conserva- 
tive party, it seems, isn’t just go- 
ing to be openly pro-“Gay’ rights 
and opposed to ‘racism’, it’s also 
going to spend its time chilling 
out with a giant spliff. Nor is it 
just the Tories’ left-wing which 
has decided to go for the druggie 
vote, ‘right-wing hardliners’ 
such as Peter Lilley also want to 
legalise dope, thus making it very 
clear that new-fangled libertarian 
Conservatism is a very different 
beast to the traditionally-minded 
party that the ageing rank-and- 
file still want to see. 

But while the old party politi- 
cians have been rushing to speak 
out for legalisation, Britain’s lead- 
ing brain scientist, Oxford Pro- 
fessor of Pharmacology Susan 
Greenfield, has warned that can- 
nabis is seriously dangerous and 
should remain banned.

@ Legalisation was first tried in 
Holland in 1976. Since then, Hol- 
land has become the drugs capi- 
tal of Europe, with the highest use 
of Ectasy and a trebling of the 
number of heroin addicts. 

The concentrations of tar, car- 


bon monoxide and cancer-caus- 
ing agents in a joint are at least 
double those in ordinary cigarette 
smoke. oe 

@ The average adult needs 7,000 


milligrams of alcohol before it has 


an effect on the mind. For can- 
nabis the figure is just 0.3 milli- 
grams. As a result cannabis ef- 
fects skills such as driving for a 
full 24 hours. 

® Cannabis is addictive. Research 
published in the British Medical 


Cannabis damages health 
should not be legalised 


Journal shows that at least 10 per 
cent of cannabis users are unable 
to kick the habit. 

@ Cannabis use causes shrink- 
age and death of brain cells, lead- 
ing to impaired memory and the 
loss of co-ordination. One effect 
of this is demotivation — the typi- 
cal ‘druggie’ state where users 
can’t be bothered to do anything 
to make their own lives, or soci- 
ety in general, any better. 


Now that’s a strange coinci- 
dence, isn’t it? The masters of a 
massively unpopular, failing po- 
litical system want to legalise a 
drug that deprives people of the 
motivation to do anything to make 
their world a better place. How 
convenient!

The BNP’s Advisory Council and 


key officials debate various issues 


The British National Party held 
a key leadership meeting at 
the end of last month. 

A two day affair, the assembled 
leadership of the party plus a 
number of younger members 
comprising part of the second tier 
of the party’s management struc- 
ture heard an outline of the tense 
racial situation that exists in | many 
Northern towns. 

This situation was then looked 


at in detail and decisions reached 
concerning future party develop- 
ment and election strategy. 

The council elections next year 
were also discussed. All present 
debated the strategy and the 
preparation work needed in or- 
der to win seats. 

Target areas were identified, 
and a consensus that a large 
amount of work has got to be 
done to secure those campaigns 


this summer. The first full day, 
ending at 7.30pm, was topped by 
a very enjoyable social evening 
where BNP Organisers could 
chat about events within the party 
and about their own respective 
areas. 

Sunday began with a discus- 
sion on the coming Euro Refer- 
endum. 

This included a debate on 
whether the party should partici- 


pate in the coming referendum on 
the Euro, or stay clear or run a 
low-key campaign. 

The meeting was persuaded 
that the party ought to participate 
on a large-scale whenever the ref- 
erendum is held, as a means of 
positioning ourselves even fur- 
ther as the only serious force 
dedicated to preserving the 
Pound and bringing back British 
sovereignty from Brussels. 
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The increasing success of the 
party and the attendant increase 
in attention from journalists was 
also discussed along with some 
alarming possibilities with regard 
to BNP computer security. 

As a result, an immediate se- 
curity upgrade to all essential 
computers was ordered to 
achieve parity with commercial 
organisations that face the same 
security issues. 

Sunday also saw a formal Ad- 
visory Council meeting which 
discussed various financial mat- 
ters. 

At the meeting, this year’s Red- 
White-and-Blue summer festival 
was discussed and it was agreed 
that it would go ahead as planned, 
and that a full-scale planning 
weekend would be held by key 
officials at the end of the month. 

All-in-all, the weekend carved 
out plans for the future and iden- 
tified the fresh challenges ahead. 
As aresult he BNP is sharpening 
its focus on the important task 
of building the party with the aim 
of becoming an elected force 
next year! 


BNP SETS UP ETHNIC 
LIASON COMMITTEE

natives of our islands are enti- 
tled to one organisation that is 
there for us, and us alone.

That institution, of course, is 
the British National Party, and 
we have no plans whatsoever 
to change the section of the 
party constitution under which 
membership is open only to 
persons wholly of British or kin- 
dred European descent. They 
can be “friends, not family” and 
we can have “co-operation, not 
membership.” 

The Ethnic Liaison Commit- 
tee will consist of non-whites 
who share the BNP’s view that 
the liberal elite’s drive to destroy 
both white and black culture 
and ethnic identity to create a 
rootless global workforce must 
be stopped. 

The founding head of this new 
body is Lawrence Rustem. 
Lawrence is well known to 
London BNP activists in par- 


ticular as a tireless party 
worker. 

Less well known is that Law- 
rence, who is half-Turkish, was 
allowed by the then leadership 
to join the party as a one-off 


exception to the “British de-. 


scent only” rule back in 1991, 
in recognition of his invaluable 
work for the party. 

This exception is going to 
continue, not least because it 
ensures that the Ethnic Liaison 
Committee is headed by a 
BNP member and will thus re- 
main under BNP control. 

Other members of the ELC, 
however, will join that body, but 
will not be eligible to join the 
British National Party. 

For practical purposes we will 
class it as another BNP circle 
(i.e. a separate, but satellite or- 


ganisation), but in fact it will dif- 
fer from other circles in that it 
will not be aiming to turn its sup- 
porters into party members! 
The main purpose of this 
group is to mobilise the grow- 
ing number of black and Asian 
supporters of the BNP to or- 


ganise publicity geared activi- 


ties such as the demonstration 
in 1996 where British National 
Party members demonstrated 
outside the Home Office with 
a black family because of the 
refusal by the government to 
help the family return to the 
West Indies. 

Such events show that the 
BNP is serious when it states 
that “it isn’t a matter of hate”, 
and that the party’s views are 


based on a sincere desire to 


preserve British culture, and 
hand in hand with that, the cul- 
tures of other peoples as well! 

It is not expected that the 
ELC will be a large affair, but 
we expect it to have an impact 
out of all proportion to its size. 

There’s a big ‘shock’ value 
for left-liberal journalists in see- 
ing the British National Party 
actively seeking to co-operate 
with decent non-whites who 
understand the fears of so many 
native Britons about being 
over-run, and who share our 
rejection of the damage caused 
by liberal social policies de- 
signed to destroy culture on 
both sides of the fence.
